Victoria sent through the colonial secre- 
tary, the Right Hon. Joseph Chamber- ] 
lain, and which was read by the Earl of' 
HopetsuD. as follows: 


••The queen commands rae to express 


through you to the people of Australia 
her majesty's heartfelt interest in the in- 
auguration of the commonwealth and her 
earnest wish tbat, under Divine Provi- 
dence, it msy insure increased prosperity 
and Trell twins to her loyal and beloved 
subjects in Australia." 


Lord Ho^toun briefly congratulated 


the members of the cabinet and then read 
the queen's message, which evoked pro- 
longed cheering. This was followed by a 
second message, as follows: 


"Her 
majesty's government send cor- 


dial greeting to the commonwealth ol 
Australia. 
They welcome her to hei 


place among the nations united under h?i 
majesty's sovereignty and confidently an- 
ticipate for the new federation a future 
of ever increasing prosperity and influ- 
ence. They recognize in the long desired 
consummation of the hopes of patriot it

Only XTajtocraph Ever Tabea of a Man at 


tlic Instant of Ills Death.

dian In tha Indian Territory. I h i s j 3 a | 
picture which ahowa a man ut the instant j 
a£ his death. 


Death In this instance was almost as 


quick as the camera, for the man was shoe 
iu tho heart, and died, as H is said, "in- 
stantly." 
The method of execution was 


peculiar. 


The prisoner, who had been condemned 


for murder, -was takon to the foot ol a tree 
and seated upon a small rook. A large 
whito hears had been cut from some calico, 
and this had been carefully stitched upon 
his coat just over the heart. 


This made an unmistakable mark for 


the executioners to fire at There is no oth- 
er photograph of this kind in existence, for 
pictures of death scenes are rare. 


The quickest form of execution now In 


use is, say its advocates, electrocution. 
Now York is tho only civilized sti-.te which 
kills its murderers with an electric shock. 
The law under -which this system was 
adopted hero is stringent and makes it im- 
possible to take photographs of a man in 
his dying moments. 


It is doubtful, however, if electrocution 


kills its victim so quickly as a bullet fired 
into the heart, as was done with this Semi- 
nole Indian. 
The instnnt of death would 


not be so accurately known. 


A photograph was taken of a negro ba- 


ing burned at- tho stake in Texas. 
This 


was not an official execution, but n terrible 
form of lynch law, and the unhappy vic- 
tim of tho mob's violence wns tortured for 
many mimitps before his death. 


In France the condemned criminal Is { 


executed with the guillotine. Placing his 
head upon a block, in which a soaco has 
boon carefully hollowed out- to receive it, 
the murderer exposes his bared neck uudei 
the glittering knife. 


The knife is suspended at the top of a 


Blot- and tha edgo is sec at an angle. 
The 


knife of the guillotine is as sharp as a 
razor. 


It descends with incredible speed and 


force and slices off tho head of itsiicthu 
as neutly as if it were a head o[ cal-bage. 
Tho guillotine has been the official instru- 
ment of death in France since the revolu- 
tion. No photograph has yet been take.n of 
an execution by the guillotine. 


In Germany the coiiclouiDsd criminal is 


beheaded with an as. 
This custom has 


come down from the middle ngas and is 
supposed to havo many advantages, al- 
though it is nob very humane or certain. 
—Xow York Journal.
